The House. 

WASHINGTON, December 19.—Mr. Scales pre- 
sented the eertificate of election of Mr. Skinner, 
Representative-elect of the First District of North 
Carolina. 

Mr. Keifer cffered a resolution rc‘crring Mr. 
Skinner’s credentials to the Committee on Elec- 
tions, with instructions to examine all the facts 
pertaining to the vacancy. He contended there 
was no vacancy in the district Mr. Skinner 
claimed to represent,and toadmit him would 


leave one county without representation, while 
another county would have two Representatives. 

Mr. Scales argued that Mr. Skinver had pre- 
sented an invulnerable prima facie case. 

Mr. Springer contended that tue election of Mr. 
Skinner was in accordance with the law of the 
State. 

Mr. Mills defended Mr. Skinner’s right to a 
seat. 

Belford said in the blazing licht 
of the nineteentn century he thought 
the Republican and Democratic parties could 
affurd to be honest. Each endured, as the fortunes 
of the parties aiternated, a large number of po- 
litical outrages. They had been practiced on both 
sides, and it was idle to cunceal their, Commis- 
sion. Now, a geutieman came to the House, 
claiming to be the representative-elect of North 
Carolina, bearing the certificate of the Guvernor 
of the State. Te was his deliberate judg- 
ment that thegentleman should be swors 
in on a prima facic case, whether 
a Greenbacker, Democrat or Republican. 
He thought the position of the gentieman from 
Ohio (Mr. Keifer) unsound and that it could be 
overcome With purely logical reasoning, and if 
the House set itself up to repudiate the certifi- 
cates of the Governors of the respective States it 
was committing a masterful mistake, into the 
bosom of which he did not propose to drop. After 
along discussion, Mr. Keifer having withdrawn 
his resolution, Mr. Skinner was sworn in.

THE COURT-MARTIAL. 


Siow Progress ef the Serio-Comic Military 
Drama. 

The Court-martial engaged at the Armory Build- 
ing in trying Col. Jas. G, Butler for alleged insub- 
ordination, reconyened this morning at 10 
o’clock, 

The most important action of the morning was 
the swearing in of James Holland as official sten- 
ographer, and the resolve by unanimous vote to 
allow Col. Butler’s counsel to address the court 
directly and tO question witnesses. This Was 
consicdvred by the friends of the accused Colonel! 
as a grea tgain in his favor.as he is no lawyer, 
Colonel Dyer on behalf of the accused moved the 
court to strike out the second charge, and speci- 
ficatious ihereuuder, for the following reasons: 
First, the charge is vague, Uncertain and indefi- 
nite, and charges the accused wiilt the viola- 
tion of no specific law or reculation. 
Second, the charge must be specific and certain, 
because the Charge determines the character and 
extent of. the punishment. There being no 
specific charge, the court would not be able to 
legally inflict a punishment under any articie of 
war or regulation for the government of the 
army, for the reason thatnone ts referred to in 
the charge. The charge is for an offense against 
the United States, and not against the State of 
Missouri. 

The demurrer was not sustained. Judge Ad- 
vocate Seldom then opened his case by calling as 
witness Brig.-Gen. F. S. Lawrence, against wirom 
the alleged ofieises of Col, Butler were comumit- 
ted. Gen. Luwrence testified to his official acts 
as often rehearsed by the Post-DisPatTcH, and 
which are weli known to all.

The Seligmans of tondon and New York

The revised rules of the Exchange were adopted 
yesterday by a vote of 504 forand #5 against the rules.

PRISON LABOR. 

A Massachusetts Legislative Committee 
has been taking testimony as to the effect of 
the prison lahor contracts on competing in- 
dustries, It appears that the contractors 
have been permitted to concentrate all the 
labor of Concord Prison on three lines of 
production, and the most of it on hat-making. 
The hatters of Massachusetts, therefore, 
complain and show that they are great suf- 
ferers by thiscompetition. The prison plant 
of shops and machine »power and the prison 
labor are placed at thie disposal ef the hat- 
making contractors on such terms that they 
can make large profits and yet undersell out- 
side hatters, who have to pay taxes and sup- 
port families, but who find their trade brok- 
en down and their labor rendered unremun- 
erative by this unfair competition. 

Itis unfair, because it throws upon a sin- 
gle class of honest citizens following @ par- 
ticular handi@raft, a burden which should 
rest equally upon all citizens. Thatis where 
the chief trouble with the prison labor con- 
tracts comesin. If it were practicable and 
the law required that the prison labor should 
be as diversified as the industries of the 
State, the burden would be fairly distrib- 


uted and so little felt that no one would com- 


complain. Because such distribution is im- 
practicable, or, at least, because the prison 
labor contracts have, so far, benefited the 
contractors only, while bringing the State, 
with its means, its power andits army of 
slave labor, into crushing competition with 
classes of its handicraftsmen who not only 
have their own families to support but must 
pay taxes to enforce the criminal laws and 
often to support the helpless families of 
convicts—this is the reason why the voters 
of New York recently gave a majority of 
149,000, and the voters of Texas a majority of 
235,000 against prison labor contracts. 

Tue hatters of Massachusetts disclaim 
any idea of maintaining convicts in idleness, 
or any opposition toafair method of mak- 
ing the penitentiaries self-supporting. They 
simply ask relief from a method, the burden 
of which falls with crushing force on them. 
They naturally feel that the support of the 
prisoners in idleness by the tax-payers of the 
State would ve fairer and more politic. But 
itis not true that the opponents of the 
prison labor contract system desire the abo- 
lition of convict labor. They merely ask 
that it shall be disposed of so as not to im- 
pose an unfairand ruinous competition on 
certain lines of trade and certain classes of 
skilled workmen. It is to be hoped that the 
New York and Texas Legislatures will, in 
deference to the emphatically expressed 
willof their people, find a solution of the 
convict labor problem which will be better 
for the convicts, not more burdensome to 
tax-payers in general, and not opento the 
objections that are justly urged against the 
contract system as heretofore regulated.

NEW Yeas, cates 19.—Mr. Henry Villard 
on Monday moved into bis magnificent mansion 
ou thecorner of Madison avenue and Fittiesh 
street, and on the same day moved out of the Ore- 
gon Tyanscontnental and Oregon Navigation. 
The two events, apparently so widely separated, 
are regarded on thejstreet as very significant— 
the one of Mr. Villard’s suddenly acquired 
wealth and the other of the sudden distrustfal- 
ness by Mr. Villlard’s former friends of his capac 
ity and faithfulness. Mr. Villard was so busily 
engaged at his new home he did not come down 
town yesterday, but he found time to dictate a 
statement of the reason which induced bim to 


withdraw from the two companies, and this he 
did in the form of an interview. In this he as- 
serts that he resigned because he destred to de 


vote all bis energies to 
THE NORTHERN PACIFIC, 


and that it would not be proper for him to remain 


at the nead of other corporations now that the 
Northern Pacific is completed. “The Northern 
Pacifie main line and branches,” he said, “now 
represent an aggregate of 2,400 miles of road, 
the management of which, together with the ad- 
ministration of the land grant, is a sufficient task 
for any ope man. The management of the six 
large companies, the control of which I have so 
tar exercised, was far too great a load forme. It 
was impossible to give eacli of the corporations 
that executive care called for in justice to Lie ip 
terests of their stockholaers. I haye been greatly >» 
overworked fur years past.and have been in 
great danger of a bodily break down. 

MY PHYSICIAN HAS CAUTIONED 
me time and again that if i did not relieve my 
self speedily of a part of my burden, I might exe 
pect a collapse any time. In obedience, then, to 
the true interests of the several corporations and 
in justice to myself and family, l made up m 
mind long ago that as soon as miy prinetpal tas 
viz., the completion of the Northern Paeific, was 


some of the companies.’’ But there. ‘were 
other strong reasons for bis resigna- 
tion. The accounts between the North- 


ern Pacitic and the Oregon Transcoutinental,

The Legal Tricks of the Prosecution and De- 
fense—Judge Thornton’s Argument Very 
Effective—What the Defense Will Do. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch , 

HILLSBORO, December 18.—Shortly after 3 
o’clock this afternoon, and after a half-hour’s 
consultation, the attorneys for the prosecution 
announced that their evidence in chief was all in 
and they would rest their case. Up to that hour, 
from 9 inthe morning, five witnesses had been 
examined. The only testimony that amounted to 
anything was that given by a convict from the 
Chester penitentiary named Meyer, who was in 
the jailLin Taylorville at the time Montgomery, 
Pettus Ind Clementi were taken there and inear- 
cerated. Meyer iS a young fclilow of 23, whose 
future is clouded by a 99-year sentence for mur- 
der, He hadarepulsive countenance, and a new 
jeans suit,and while the first would naturally pre- 
judice people. againt. him the combina- 
von put him past all hope of 
making a favorable impression. Meyer gave his 


testimony in a very intelligent manner, speaking 
clearly and weighing his words  care- 
fully,

What is Said on the Other Side—Kelative 
Charges. 

A gentleman interested in the cotton trade has 
sent quite a lengthy statement representing the 
Compress Company’s side of the question. He 
claims that the article in Monday's Post-Dis- 
vATCH On our cotton trade was full of glaring er- 
rors, ete. As will appear from parts of his com- 


munication given! below, he claims that the 
prices for compressing are lower in 
this market than in New Orleans, 
Memphis ° and Galveston. The local 
Compress Company charges 15 cents per 100 
pouuds, or 75 ceuts per baie for compressing, and 
as he ciaiums “covers all charges.’’ The drayage 
and labor charges of other markets cannot, he 
says, be ‘offset with the cost of transfer to East 
St. Louis, as we are not responsivie for the 
proximity of the river and bridg,ewhich has noth- 
ing to do with colpressing.”’ The articie referred 
to intended to convey the impression that St, 
Louis Was not compressing cotton for shipment to 
Eastern points as cheaply as New Orleans 
aud o:.her Southern cotion warkets. If E.vsi 5st. 
Louis is the shipping point, the transfer to that 
point from the Cumprese Works must be takei» 
luto consideration in the same manner that the 
drayage from the Compress Works of New Or- 
leans is estimated in tie total aggregate. Four 
cents per bundred pounds is charged lu St. Louis 
for transfer to the shipping pelnt. This is about 
twenty cents per vale, and consequently the act- 
ual price for Compressing here, according to bis 
own method of cumputation, is ninety-five 
cents per bale. The other ‘glariug errors” 
could be explained in the same manner. He thus 
explains the decrease in receipts at this pomt, and 
aisv the prices for coimpressing in the various 
markets. 

The falling off in gross receipts,on through cot. 
ton, bere, is due tu the fact that their great buik 
pow gues via Cairo, at which pout this season 
over 40,000 bales have been handled in excess of 
last season, at same period. The loss of tnrouch 
coiton hus no bearing Whatever upon our value as 
a spot market, and in no way affects its reputa- 
tiou. Youur article, bowever, goes further, and 
charges that our loss in receipts (probably mean- 
ing through receipts) is due lv excessive compress 
charges here. This statement is aise inade with- 
out foundation, and a siight comparison of figures 
will so wong! 

“At New Orleans—Compressing, 60c; dray, 25c; 
labor. 10c; total, 96c per bale. 

“At Meimpbis—Compressing, 15¢ per 100 Ibs, or 
total, 75 eper bate. 

“At Galveston—Compressing, 65c; yardage, 10c; 
dray, 12¢c; total, 87c per bale. 

While compressing charges here are but 15 cents 
per 100 pounds, which does not average 75 cents 
per bale, aud covers all of the above charges. 
the drayage and labor charges of other markets 
cannot be offset with tbe cost of transfer to East 
St. Louis, as we are not responsible tor the prox- 
imity of tue river and briage, which has nothing 
to do with compressing. AS a& Matter o 
fact, our compressing charges are low- 
er than any ofl the larger markets, 
and particularly those which are our great: com- 
peting points. New Orleans charges .06¢ for adui- 
tignal Dands on eXpurt cotiwa, lor which no 
charge is made bere. 

‘Your informant makes reference to a prominent 
cotton factor here, who has recently opened a 
branch in New Orleans. The braienh thai he al- 
ludes to was opened four years ago, and because 
the house in question have ijarge acquaintauce in 
territory entirely tributary tu that market, aud 
not because of any cuniplaint against 
this. Your informant, however, in his 
guestiovable regard for our siatus 
asa market, omits to mention that within the past 
two yeurs there have been established here 
branches of two jmportant factorage heuses in 
Mempilis, as well as one from New Orleans and 
Mobiie, and these houses are to-day handling as 
much cotton here, and as satisfactorily, as they 
have in other markets. It would be idle to make 
any tuither refereuce to this articie, vut in justice 
to the gentlemen who have lent their uid, energy 
and money to build and foster our cotton trade, 
ask publication of this correction.”

People very trequently are 
mistaken when talking about rates of 
There is no subject upon which more a 
lying Is dome, and the Mexicao gentieman may 
have been tola that he ceuld get a rate which he 
could pot get. 

Secondly, the tariff rate on machinery is nearly 
a half cent lower to El Paso then the rate on 
barbed wire, both out of Chicago and St. Lous, 
being from here 2.40 on machinery, against 2.78 on 
wire, and if the dealer who sold the goods 
willing to concede about one-eighth of a cent from 
his profit, per pound, which is a very small matter 
he could guarantee to make the fre ee a cent 
less than the buyer had paid on bar wire from 
St. Louis. Any St. Louis dealer would probabil 
bave done the same thing. This is, dou 
explanation of the whole matter, that the Cn 
dealer, for the sake of making a little capital, 
the eighth of a cent per pound difference in 
freight himself, and guaranteed the rate, This 
is frequently done, both here and elsewhere, and.
